Daise Outlined 


Truman Plan Would 
Help Small Firms 
WASHINGTON—(ZP)—President 
Truman wants to cut taxes for I 
about one-eighth of the nation’s j 
corporations—those earning 
be- i 
tween $25,000 and $119,000 a year j 
—officials reported yesterday. 
While he also plans to ask for 1 
an increase in the levies on big 
corporations, 
informants 
said, 
fewer companies would be affected 
by the boost, a fact which might 
wipe out some of the congressional 
opposition to the president’s tax 
program. 
About 60,000 firms fall into the 
$25,000-$t 19,000 class; about 50,-! 
OOO make more than that. 
Mr. Truman has asked Congress ! 
to boost the overall yield of cor­ 
porate income taxes by $700,000,- I 
000 to help lessen the spread be- i 
twen the amount of 
money 
the 
government 
takes 
in 
and 
the 1 
amount it pays out. 
Hearings on the 
proposal 
are 
scheduled to begin next Thursday j 
before the House Ways and Means 
committee. 
Officials who asked not to be 
identified by name told a report­ 
er that Mr. Truman’s plan calls 
for a flat 42 per cent rate on pro­ 
fits above $25,000. Tho present rate 
1 ,v smaller firms would apply on 
any corporation’s first $25,000 of 
profits. This averages 23 per cent. 
Under present law, all corpora­ 
tions earning $25,000 to $50,000 
pay $5,750 taxes on the first $25,- 
000 and 53 per cent on additional 
profits. 
Corporations earning $50,000 or 
more now pay a flat 38 per cent. 
Under the 
new 
proposal, 
they 
would pay 23 per cent on the first 
$25,000 and 42 per cent on the bal­ 
ance. 
This figures out at a cut in the 
prerent rate until 
$119,000 
is 
reached. At that point, taxes un­ 
der the new proposal would be 
$10 higher than at present.

Atom Scientist Says 
America M ust Win 
NEW YORK—<T—America must 
either run the race for the hydro­ 
gen super-bomb or 
risk 
letting 
Russia win the world by default, 
one of the country’s A-bomb pio­ 
neers said last night. 
Dr. Harold C. Urey, nobel prize 
winner in physics and a top atomic 
scientist, said: “In fact, 
we 
may 
have already lost the armaments 
race.” 
The H-bomb—referred 
to by 
some as the “hell-bomb”—will be 
nearly 1,000 times more powerful 
than the atom-bomb if it can be 
developed, scientists say. 
“I em very unhappy to conclude

WASHINGTON—(ZP)—President 
Trum an’s refusal to comment on 
the perjury conviction of Alger 
Hiss brought fresh Republican de­ 
mands today for a new congress­ 
ional investigation into the case. 
“If Mr. Truman won’t make any 
answers,” said Rep. Velde (R-Ill), 
“It’s up to Congress to seek some 
of their own.” 
Velde, a former FBI agent, is a 
member of the House Un-Ameri­ 
can Activities committee. It was 
that group’s 
investigations 
into 
Communist 
espionage 
activities 
that turned up the evidence which 
resulted in the indictment of the 
former state department official 
and his conviction last Saturday. 
Velde said he will ask the com­ 
mittee Wednesday to demand 
a 
look at the government loyalty re­ 
cord on Hiss. 
In the past, Mr. Truman has de­ 
nied such records to congressional 
committees. 
Velde called Mr. Truman’s atti­ 
tude that of “a stubborn man who 
is still attempting to withhold in­ 
formation of an espionage plot in 
his own branch of the government 
from the people and the courts of 
the land.” 
At his news conference yester­ 
day the president was asked: 
“Regardless of the outcome In 
the higher courts, will you or will 
you not turn your back on Alger 
Hiss?” 
No comment, Mr. Truman 
re­ 
sponded. 
Another reporter asked whether 
there was any point in asking oth­ 
er questions about the Hiss case. 
There wasn’t, the president re­ 


plied. He said they weren't asked 
with good intent and he didn't 
intend to answer them. 
Secretary of State Acheron has 
said he will not turn his back on 
Hiss, who is his friend. 
Hiss was convicted by a federal 
court jury in New’ York on charg­ 
es of lying when he said he never 
slipped government papers to a 
prewar Communist spy ring. He 
received a five-year prison sen­ 
tence. The conviction is being ap­ 
pealed. 
Rep. Nixon, (R-Calif), ranking 
Republican member of the Un- 
American 
Activities 
committee, 
said earlier this week that infor­ 
mation linking Hiss to a Commu­ 
nist spy ring was available to the 
president three years ago. 
Nixon has announced that he 
will seek to reopen congressional 
hearings into the case.

Chrysler Strike 
Is Ill-Advised 
epHE UAW strike against the Chrysler 
corporation, immediately idling 106,- 
Of 0 workers, certainly appears to be an ili­ 
ac? vised, impetuous and needless action. 
The Chrysler company had proposed a 
$100 a month pension, including social se­ 
curity benefits, for retired workers, financ­ 
ed entirely by the company except for em­ 
ployes’ social security deductions as re­ 
quired by federal law. It alro offered an 
improved health and welfare program. The 
company’s offer then substantially meets 
the union’s demands for employe benefits. 
The disagreement centers around control 
of the pension plan. The company has in­ 
s’ ted upon full control, inasmuch as it is 
paying the bill. The union demands a pack­ 
age of benefits worth 10c an 
hour 
per 
worker, either as a direct hourly wage in­ 
crease or in pension and welfare benefits, 
the latter presumably under union control. 
The 
10c an hour wage boost proposal 
stands little chance of acceptance by the 
company. It would serve only to postpone 
for a brief period of time the inevitable 
demand for pension increases. The UAW 
is committed to a program of demands that 
includes a liberal pension system and if 
Chrysler employes settle for a wage in-

NOT HEALTHY SITUATION 
The 
Truman 
administration plan to 
funnel government contracts into distress 
areas may have done a little good in a few 
places. Bi it it has by no means solved the 
problem in “labor surplus’’ areas, as they 
arc politely called. Incidentally, any busi­ 
nessman thinkink that a labor surplus is a 
desirable thing to have should listen to the 
stories of exhausted credit and trade fallen 
off that come in from these “E” areas. 
The 
general 
impression to be gained 
from reading the president’s State of the 
Union, Economic and Budget messages is 
that everything in the country is lovely 
and is going to get lovelier. But buried in 
the messages are half a dozen proposals to 
deal with this really serious 
unemploy­ 
ment situation: 
1. 
Increase 
unemployment Insurance 
payments to a federal standard of 20 weeks 
maximum. 
2. Increase coverage, since only 70 per 
cent of U. S. workers are now protected by 
job insurance. 
3. Increase benefits to 50 per cent of 
wage, up to $30 insurance a week for sin­ 
gle workers and $42 for 
workers 
with 
families. 
4. 
Approximate $13,500,000 for unem­ 
ployment compensation to Federal govern­ 
ment employes laid off for economy 
or 
other cause. 
5. 
Approximate $12,500,000 for unem­ 
ployment “reinsurance.” This means grants 
in aid to states that have paid 
out 
more 
than they have in their unemployment in­ 
surance reserve trust funds. Two states are 
in danger of this deficit now—Massachus­ 
etts and Rhode Island. 
6. Increase grants in aid to the states for 
public assistance by $250,000,000. 
Aside from these proposals to do some­ 
thing about the unemployment situation at 
the national level, the main job in relieving 
unemployment is on the local community 
and the state. 
MICHIGAN SETS EXAMPLE 
Michigan has probably had greater suc­ 
cess at this business than any other state. 
Gov. Mennen Williams formed a State Full 
Employment Committee under Harry Mar­ 
ked former War Manpower Commission 
official and industrialist. When a Michigan 
community now reports serious unemploy­ 
ment, trouble shooters are sent in to make 
surveys and form local Full Employment 
Committees. 
They report considerable success. 
The 
copper mining region in the upper penin­ 
sula has just put 1300 back to work. Iron 
Mountain, with 400 out of work at a trailer 
factory, was persuaded to make bids on 
government contracts. The first four bids 
were turned down but the fifth was ac­ 
cept and the factory reopened. 
In Port Huron, a local union got its in­ 
ternational to advance $30,000 to match an 
RFC loan, in order to reopen a factory. In 
Jackson, business and labor leaders at first 
wouldn't 
confer. 
American Legion and 
other civic groups finally got them togeth­ 
er and the community now has 4000 men 
at work who were formerly considered un­ 
employable. 
These Michigan cases are cited in Wash­ 
ington as examples of what local 
com­ 
munities can do for themselves when they 
go to work on this tough unemployment 
situation. The president’s budget message 
says unemployment trust funds will pay 
out $2,000,000,000 more than they take in 
this year, if unemployment gets no worse.

Notice in the 
Press 
that the 
State Waters Resources Commis­ 
sion, meeting 
at 
Higgins 
Lake 
cracked down on several northern 
lower peninsula communities, be­ 
cause these communities are con­ 
tributing to the pollution of wat­ 
ers in their respective areas. This 
action calls to mind that sports­ 
men and sportsmen’s clubs in the 
Upper Peninsula have made com­ 
plaint after complaint concerning 
pollution of U. P. waters, without 
much results from the authorities. 
The city of Ishpeming is pol­ 
luting the Carp River and Deer 
Lake with raw sewage. The Carp 
River last summer was a stinking 
sewer when this writer visited it 
We wrote a letter concerning this 
to the local newspaper at Ishpem­ 
ing, which letter never appeared 
in print, we also made our com­ 
plaint to the officials at Lansing, 
and were promised that some act­ 
ion would be taken. 
The city of Negaunee has made 
a stink hole of Goose Lake and 
Goose Lake outlet flows into the 
Escanaba River, which pollutes 
one of the finest trout streams in 
the nation. 
Gwinn is also pour­ 
ing raw sewage into the Escanaba 
River. 
With the present crisis in the 
water supply of this 
nation 
as 
great as it is, every community or 
anyone else contributing to the 
pollution of the State’s and Na- 
lion’s water 
supply, 
should 
be 
prosecuted. 
The cost of building 
sewage disposal plants or filter­ 
ing plants is nominal compared to 
the cost of depriving the slate and 
nation of its water supplies. 
While we are on the subject of 
the Escanaba River, 
we 
might 
also say that the area of this river 
which lies between Boney Falls 
and Chandler should be closed to 
bait fishing and the taking of fish 
be allowed only with the fly bait.

WASHINGTON—It looks like an explo­ 
sion was brewing inside the Republican 
party. 
A senator’s snort plus troubled questions 
are portents of trouble. 
The snort came from a merry old soul 
of Republican conservatism, th# delight­ 
ful and brainy Eugene Minikin of Color­ 
ada at an outraged gathering of minority 
senators. 
Senators Minikin, an important looking 
man with a huge, bald head, listened with 
an amused twinkle to gripes hured at the 
Republican national committee. Then he 
snorted: “The trouble with the national 
committee is they are living in an ante­ 
diluvian age.” 
Coming from millionaire Senator Mini­ 
kin, this is extremely significant, yet it’s 
typical of the reaction of moderate Repub­ 
licans to the high, wide 
and 
handsome 
campaign by the party’s right wing against 
“me-tooism.” 
Another troubled question was raised re­ 
cently by Vie Johnston, conscientious man- 
of-all-work for the 
GOP 
congressional 
campaign committee. He inquired of Re­ 
publican friends: “What can I tell my son? 
He wrote from college that he’s consider­ 
ing leaving the Republican party because 
he thinks it does not offer anything for 
youth.” 
“PROGRESSIVES” ADVICE UNHEEDED 
Two 
“progressive” 
Republicans 
have 
answers, but so far they haven’t been lis­ 
tened to. Scholarly Sen. Irving Ives of New 
York advises: “To attract the support es­ 
sential to our success, we Republicans must 
stand for things. We must show that we 
have genuine solicitude for the welfare of 
all the people. The reactionaries are living 
in a dream world and can only destroy the 
Republican party at a time when there is 
a tragic need for an intelligent opposition 
to the Fair Deal.”

were still used to being abused

recurrently bad press.

cowed customer began to get back 
some of his prewar starch and 
pride of ownership in his dollar.

Entire systems of ticket ; 
service 
and

ceptionally bad weather, sudden­ 
ly seemed 
to 
evaporate. 
They 
even began to take the client into 
their confidence 
when 
mishaps 
occurred, so that at least he knew 
whether the wing had come un­ 
pasted or not. 
Better Service 
I would say I won my private 
w ar because scheduled air service 
today, in my book, comes as close 
to perfection on m ajor runs as it 
is apt to get. 
My shell-pink ears 
are still popping from a recent 
jaunt of 30,000 miles over moun­ 
tain, water and desert, on asorted 
lines. 
In those 30,000 miles there 
was not one major delay, not one 
foul-up of luggage, no instance of 
discourtesy, no hitch in ticketing, 
no lousy meal 
aloft, 
no 
snippy 
stewardess with delusions of be­ 
ing a movie actress, no nothing 
but smoothness of operation. 
They let you in on the act. now. 
They tell you who is driving the 
kite and w ho is helping him. Thyy 
tell you where you’re headed, how 
fast, whether the wind is with 
you or agin you, how high you’ll 
fly, when you’ll 
get 
there 
and 
what weather to expect en route. 
If there’s a delay they tell you 
why. 
One old pilot tells me he

Almost every state is bidding for 
it and Michigan has three sites on 
tho docket for consideration. 
Now here s the political angle, as 
some observers sec it.

Would it not be nice for Presi­ 
dent T rum an and the 
Democrats 
if Michigan were to go Democratic 
in 1950? 
Would it not be 
a trem endous 
feather in the cap

pocket? 
Politicians reason that 
T rum an 
might be willing to give W illiams 
a real boost politically by a w a rd ­ 
ing the academy to Michigan in an 
election year.
